CANTON REPORTS DEATH OF

minister of war of the National 
Government in Nanking, has been 
confirmed in a message re- 
ceived from Nanchang by a cer 
tain consulnte in Shameen, accord- 
ing to the Canton newspapers, 

According to the message, the

in the Kiangsi capital, had attend- 
ed Ho at the Government military 
hospital there from the day the 
latter was fatally wounded to the 
time he succumbed to his injuries. 

The latest news concerning Gen. 
Ho Yiny-ching was received on 
Tyeaday from ‘Kiangsi when he 
and General Chan Ming-shu were 
said to be. conftrring with Mar- 
shal-Chiang on bandit suppres- 
sion measures, according to the 
Rensha service. ‘ 

It is interesting to note that 
Gen. Ho Ying-ching’s name has 
been three times. linked up with 
anti-Chiang Kai-shek movements 
in China. He was first mentioned 
during the 1928 Kwangsi  com- 
manders’ revolt | when’ Marshal 
Chinng was ‘forced’ to retire from 
active politics for n few months, 
residing in Japun. The — second 
time, General Ho was cited as one 
of the. ten Chinese leaders con- 
spiring against Marshal) Chiang 
about a year ago when Yen ‘Hai- 
shan started the northern gebel- 
lion. Until lately he was report- 
ed to be plotting with the Canton 
leaders,

landers. Pes 2k, 
Mr. Horace Lo defonded tho ac- 
cused, “of 

Mr. C. Jameson, o warder in the 
Laichikok prison. said that he was 
riding his cycle along Castle Peak 
Road about 6.06 p.m. on Juno 2. 
nnd when he was passing Orme’a 
house he noticed the defendant 
tryine to repair his motor cyclo. 
He stopped and spoke to the de- 
fendant. who told him that he 
wanted no assistance. He then 
left. On his return about 6.40 
p.m. he saw the defendant still 
there, 

The defendant said that ho waa 
‘riding his motor cycle No. 686 
with 8 friend on the pillion to 
Castle Penk for tea. On the way 
back he had a puncture near 
Orme'’a house. He had no tools 
with him. so he stopped two pub- 
lic cars, from one of which he 
obtained a pump. Me inflated his 
tyra but found it: leaking, and 
yave back the pump. 


7 The ‘Portuguese. 


Eventually a motor cycle ridden 
by a Portuguese came from the 
direction of Cnstle Peak, and he 
borrowed some tools from the 
cyclist. He asked the cyclist 
when he could return the tools. 
The cyclist ‘said “To-morrow,” 
and, before he could ask-any fur- 
ther questions, rode off. They 
then tried to mend the tyre, and 
it was about, this time that the 
warder came up and asked whe- 
ther thoy needed assistance. Wit- 
ness replied that it was.all right 
and the warder rode away. 

They were just finishing their 
work when he noticed the Por- 
tuguese -ngain riding towards 
Castle Peak at a very fast speed.

They handed the tools to a 
workman and‘then walked in the 
direction of Castle Peak and got 
into a bus coming to Kowloon,

proceeded to the matshed. When 
they entered they snw two Indian 
constables playing cards. His 
friend got the tools and they 
started to work on the machine.

Witness denied having ridden 
complainant’s cycle on that day 
or at any time.

Everything, 
he declared, turned on the word 
“true” There were good and bad 
kinds of Socialism, as there were of 
Capitalism.” und. “true” Socialism 
was the bad kind—the materialistic 
Continental type. This, | said 
Father Woodlock, and not the Bri- 
tish Labour Party's kind, was what 
the Pope “denounced, “I feel sure,” 
he said, “that Pope Pius. XE woul 
not regard Mri MaeDonald and’ Mr, 
Snowden “as ‘true’ Socialists in 
their Party” programme.” , Labour 
Catholics, therefore, may take some 
comfort in thé knowledge that they 
are only pscudo-Secialists. “On this 
point, at any rate, the Bolsheviks 
are in complete necord with the 
Pope; that is, If Father Woodlock 
has any authority for interpreting 
the Encyclical. So far, however, 
we ‘have ngt encountered any con- 
firmatory  annduncement from 
Rome. In a sense, It is a pity that 
the Papal declaration was not 
more> specific, afnee the term 
“Socialism, is-a vory loose one. 
In England, so far from Socialism, 


has very close association with 
the Church, not only amongst non- 
conformiats but also in the Church 
of England, more than one Bishoj 
of which haa claimed to be on 
Christian Socialist. ‘There Is the 
case, aldo, of Lord Parmoor, a 
pillar of the Church, who has had 
no compunction in accepting 
Cabinet rank in a Socialist Gov- 
ernment, At the other extreme, 
there is Ruasta, whose conception 
of Socialism: fs most decidedly 
catl-Christian in character.” Some 
will say, of course, that Russia’s 
politicn! system is Bolshevism, 
hot Socialism, but the very name 
of the Soviet, the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, dis- 
poses of that point: 

To the layman, there 
seem great need far the Church, 
or any section of It, te be par- 
ticularly meticulous dn designat- 
inse political organisations which 
it deems fit to criticise.

On Lee, 
was charged with possesion of 14 
taels (‘of prepared opium; the 
second, Lau Cheung, with 14 tacls 
the third, Cheung Kei, with 24 
taels and the feurth, Leung Luk, 
who is the wife of Cheung Kei, with 
10 tavls. 


The facts, as disclosed by B. O. 
Humphreys, were that at about 
3.30 p.m, yesterday a Post Oflice 
launch was lying alongside ‘Blake 
Pier with an Indian mail officer. 
Mr. Mohamed Ahsan, in charge. 
Ile observed the four defendants 
get inta a moter boat and proceed 
towards the aa. Kamo’ Their 
actions aroused the officer's | su- 
spicions and he ordered the Post 
Olfice Jaunch to the Kamo. 


Arriving before the defendants’ 
motor hoat, Mr. Ahsan waited for 
the defendants and when Ma luk 
wenl oon beard the Kame the In- 
dian offielal searched him, finding 
the opium tied around his legs, 
The others: were searched in turn 
and around ench of their legs were 
gectred various qaantities of pre- 
pared opium, 

AQ defendants were taken ashore 
and handed over to an Jadian con- 
stable.

-ANTI-BANDIT OPERATIONS 
SUCCESSFUL. 


— 


REDS NOW ON THE RUN 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


- Swatow, June 23, 

Contrary to expectations, there 
has been more success in denling 
with the Communist bandits on 
the Kityang and Fungshan border 
since the withdrawal of the G2ud 
Division than previously, . 

This may in part be due to that 
Division having succcsafully hand- 
ed over to their successors, the 
2nd Independent Brigade under 
Brigadier Chang Sui-kwui, plans 
already on the point of maturing 
for the attack on. the “eight 
villages.” In part also it 
is due to an unexpectedly success- 
ful coup abput the middle of Inst 
month by the Kityang Gendar- 
meric. On * that occasion, the 
Gendarmeric, or train bands, of 
the district proceeded on seceret 
Information to a place called 
Chu-kang to arrest Communists. 

They met with resistance and 
lost two of their number, but they 
killed three, who tufned out to be 
“key men in, the Communist | 
movement.” The place was a kind 
of headquarters, and documents 
giving lists of names and other 
information were found, 

This -has led to widespread 
arrests) nnd te the crushing of 
what looked Hke being a, rising 
which would have thrown the 
Kityany district into confusion. 
In the course of these arrests, 
steps were taken to stop the 
trafic with the Communist area, 
and heavy fines were imposed on 
the’ wealthier of those concerned, 

While taking these successful 
preventive measures, oa further 
step was taken by sending a ferce 
from Chong-lok (Ne-fa)-to rout 
the Communists from their lair in 
the eight villages. This has been 
done with such success as prac- 
dicatly to clear the district. Some 
parties have escaped to neighbour- 
ing districts, but they are all on 
the run, and some captures have 
been, made. Lo 

There are various rumours as to 
the fate’of Ku Tai-tshun, the 
lender on whose head a price of 
$6,000 was put. Some say he has 
oacaped, some that he is still in an 
inaccessible hill fastness whose 
outlet is watched by troops, some 
even that he has been eaptured. 

For the time heing, at any rate, 
the local menace is scotchéd. 
Vigorous action is being, taken in 
the Phouleng district, and there 
have been no striking devclop- 
ments’ of bandit oetivity further 
south, The immunity of the 
north-east border from trouble re- 
cently is presumably explained by 
the activity. of the Tsu and Mo 
armies. further north and west in 
Fukien. :

INCIDENT. 


. ASSAULT CHARGE AGAINST 
“DUTCHMAN. 


There waa a sequel, before Mr. 
Schofleld at the Central Police 
Court yesterday afternoon, to the 
recent incident at the Seamen's 
Institute when Mr. H. Watt, tho 
mannger, had the horrifying ox- 
perience of waking from ao sleep 
und finding a man standing over 
him with a chopper polsed in his 
hand. 

The alleged assailant, Jan Wagter, 

“a Dutch seaman, was brought be- 
fore his Worship on a charge of 
assiult. The defendant indlented 
that he knew nothing whatever of 
the affair. 

. Detective Sub-Inspector Rozes- 
kwy conducted the case for the 
Police and informed his Worship 
that the defendant went to a cooked 
food stall on the afternoon of Fri- 
day last and took a chopper from 
the hawker. Fearing trouble, the 
stall-holder blew a police whistle 
and the defendant ran along Tai 
Yuen Street towards the Seamen's 
InsOtute. 

He ran inside and went straight 
to the room of the manager, Mr. 
Watt, A duty “boy” paw ‘the de- 
fendant enter the Inatitute and 
followed him upstairs. - On. enter- 
ing the room of Mr. Watt, who was 
asleep on the balcony, the defen- 


dant wont over to where” 
manager was. 


A Struggle. 


Tho “boy” shouted to ‘his. em- 
ployer who, on being aroused, found 
tho defendant standing .over him 
with a chopper in his hand. Seizing 
achalr, Mr, Watt dofended himself, 
successfully warding off. a- blow 
which tho. defendant aimed.. Tho 
chopper atruck the chair, knocking 
two of the legs off. Mr. Watt 
struck the defendant and grappled 
with him. The “boy” then grabbed 
tho chopper from the accused and, 
with the help'of other Inmates of 
the Institute the defendant was 
overpowered. 

After hearing the evidence his 
Worship said that the defendant- 
scemed to have been very much 
under the influence of drink. At 
the same time his condition did not 


mitted, although it might be a 
mitigating circumstance. His 
Worship said that he ‘understood 
the health of the defendant was not. 
good and that he had had an opera- 
tlon recently. 
Detective 
kwy said that he understood the 
defendant hid been in hospital for 
six months, 

The defendant remarked that he 
had had two operations. 

In reply to his Worship, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Mottram, officer in 
charge of the Passports Office, said 
that there was nothing known 
against the defendant. He had 
been in and out of the House of 
Detention, 

His Worship registered a con- 
viction but adjourned the ‘case 
until to-morrow for the defendant's 
medical record to be produced,

FRENCH, RESERVATION NOT 
LIKED BY US. 


Berlin, June 24. 

“A plea for a candid exchange of 
views with France on Franco- 
German problems was made by 
Chancellor Bruening in a wireless 
brondcast last night. . 

Aftor stating that the German 
Government were prepared.to co- 
oporate to thelr utmost in the 
attainment of Prealdent Hoover's 
aim, Herr Briening degiared that 
the problems confronting France 
and Germany. were so great and 
so_urgent for both countrics, that 
a candid exchange of views could 
hardly fail to find some ground 
for a satisfactory solution.—Reu- 
ter. F. . 

“Not Favourable.” 
New York, June 24. 

The United’ States Government 
has informed France that her con- 
ditions to an acceptance of. Mr. 
Hoover's proposal will net be re- 
garded favourably at Washington, 
‘according to the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press.—Reu- 
ter’s American Service.

If France 
then fulfilled her obligations un- 
der the plan, and had at same time 
to continue these payments to 
Washington and London, which it 
is now propesed to postpone, how 

thuch would be left of the uncon- 
ditional annuity from Germany? 
Very little, suy the experts. Little 
indeed to justify endangering the 
success of Mr. Hoover's promise 
of yescue.” 

The Manchester Guardian * ex- 
presses a belief that if Mr. Hoover 
had ignored the information 
which convinced him , Germany 
was on the verge of a collapse, 
Germany . would have. declared -1 
moratorium, perhaps within a 
week, and France would have been 
in a worse position than if she ac- 
cepted the Hoover proposal, Ry
